Dawson people are inclined to be- 
lieve that it is an albino, but from 
its description it is evidently a 
snowy owl. 

The snowy owl is common enough 
in the arctic regions and sometimes 
in very cold winters it is seen in the 
northern part of the United Steles, 
but how a specimen ever straggled 
far south as Kentucky is a mys- 
tery. 

It Ii probably the first known in- 
stance of the kind on record. 

Dick Salmon is the "boy" who 
"captured" this bird of the 
night, this "pure white owl." 
He exhibited it first to a genial 
commercial traveler, who in turn 
told the story to the world. This 
is the first time the name of the 
discoverer of this "rara avis" 
has been published, although a 
number of his friends who knew 
have enjoyed the personal side 
of the incident. It is now 
thought from the peculiar mark- 
ings on the l>reast of the bird 
that it is of English origin, pos- 
sibly what was known long ago 
as the Meeker owl.

PETITION 



For a New Road to be Run From Earl- 
ington to Richland Made to the 
County Judge. 



A petition signed by W. D. 
Hobgood, J. D. Lynn, John W. 
Young, H. E. Eisen and W. C. 
McLeod has been presented to 
County Judge Giveus to open a 
road from Earlington to Rich- 
land, running due west over the 
lands of Y. Y. Cordon, W. 0. 
McLeod, Luther Hibbs and J. W. 
Young to a point on the Madis- 
onville and Princeton road near 
II yram Eisen's place in the town 
of Richland. This road will be 
of great convenience to the pub- 
lie in reaching coal mines, mark- 
ets and the county seat, and is a 
direct route from Earlington to 



Charleston, W. Va., Feb. 25. 
—At Stanniford City, in Raleigh 
county, at dawn this morning a 
battle royal took place between 
the joint posses of United States 
Deputy Marshal . Cuuningham 
and Sheriff Cook on one side and 
rioting minerB on the other, as a 
result of which three miners 
were killed, two others mortally 
wounded and a number of others 
on both sides hurt. 

The trouble grew out of the 
attempt to arrest 34 miners for 
violation of the injunction issued 
by Federal Judge Keller last 
August. On last Saturday Dep- 
uty Marshal D. W. Cunningham 
went to Atkinsville, a mining 
town in Raleigh county, to arrest 
men charged with violating the 
injunction. He was surrounded 
by a large party of miners armed 
with Winchester rifles, who or- 
dered him to leave the place, an 
order which he quickly obeyed 
Shcrili' Cook about the same time 
attempted to make some arrests 
under process issued by the State 
court, and was treated in a like 
manner. 

Cunningham returned to this 
city and reported to the Marshal 
and District Attorney. He was 
instructed to return with men 
sufficient to serve the process 
given him, and to do it at all 
hazard. Before Cunningh; 
turned to Atkinsville, however, 
Marshal John K. Thompson and 
S. 0. Burdette, attorney for the 
United Mine Workers, went to 
the scene, spending most of Sun- 
day and Monday there. They 
found everything quiet there, 
the rioters having withdrawn 
from the immediate neighbor- 
hood and crossed Ne\r River, go- 
ing into camp, 300 strong, neat 
the Big "Q" mine 011 the north 
side. 

Thompson and Burdotto came 
home Tuesday morning and Cun- 
ningham and a strong posse went 
from here to make the arrests. 
When Atkinsville was reached 
the Federal forces were joined 
by Sheriff Cook and his posse. 
The coal companies near by far 
nished some guards, and the dep- 
uty Marshal and Sheriff' found 
themselves in command of about 
100 well armed and determined 
men- The rioters had recrossed 
the river on Tuesday, and were 
parading up and down before the 
various coal works, from 150 to 
200 men armed with rifles. The; 
intimidated miners at work, 
drove away the guards at the 
mines and even went so far as to 
disarm a guard and force him to 
march at the head of their pro- 
cession. Emboldened by their 
success, they attempted to bum 
down a bridge of the Chesapeake 
& Ohio railroad over I'iney 
ffnlch, and threatened the de- 
struction of other property. Last 
night they went into camp near 
Stanniford City. 

This morning about daybreak 
the officers and their combined 
posse surprised the rioters in 
their camp and called on them to 
8Ui render. The reply was a shot. 
This was answered by a shot, 
and immediately a battle was 
raging. When it ceased three of 
;he rioters lay dead and many 
others were found to be wound- 
ed, two of them fatally. 



Seventy-three arrests were 
made, 10 falling to the share of 
Deputy Cunningham and 03 to 
that of Sheriff Cook. All the 
prisoners were taken to Beckley, 
the county seat of Raleigh, where 
the 10 United States prisoners 
were given a preliminary hear- 
ing by Commissioner Dunn and 
held for their appearance at 
court here. They will be brought 
here on an early morning train. 
The Federal authorities will try 
to get the State to give up the 
63, so that they may be tried in 
the Federal Court, but it is 
doubtful whether it will be done. 

The injunction which the men 
are charged with violating was 
issued at the suit of the O. & O. 
Coal Agency Company. It was 
on behalf of every coal mining 
company operating in the New 
River field. President Mitchell 
and Secretary Wilson and 150 
miners were enjoined. 

It applied generally to all their 
abettors and covered almost ev- 
ery foot of ground in the New 
River mining section. Although 
the mines have all been at work 
for several months, both on New 
River aud on Kanawha, the 
strike, which began on June 7 
last, has never been declared off 
and the New River field has been 
filled with a lot of agitators who 
have caused trouble from time to 
time during the entire winter. 

The strikers have been staying 
in camps and in such houses as 
they were allowed to occupy here 
and there, livinc out of the com- 
misary furnished by the national 
organization of the United Mine 
Workers, meeting and inarching 
and intimidating such of those 
who were at work as they could 
influence and only awaiting the 
proper time to blow the slum 
bering spirit of the strike anew 
into flame. 

The strikers have boasted that 
trouble would come again in the 
spring, and it is thought the 
present outbreak is the beginning 
of the new fight. A week ago 
last Friday the strikers marched 
about to the various mines, or- 
dering workmen to come to a 
meeting on Sunday, and in one 
case for several hours they kept 
anyone from entering or leaving 
the mine of the Lanark Coal Co. 
This was the infringement of the 
injunction that caused the rules 
to be issued against, the men 
whom Cunningham attempted to 
arrest on last Saturday. 

Gen. J. W. St, Clair, attorney 
for the New River coal men, said 
tonight: 

"The workings of the United 
Mine Workers in New Rive; 
Valley have been productive of 
nothing but lawlessness, the de- 
struction of life and property, 
since the beginniuc of the strike 
in June. This state of things 
has existed so long that the good 
people of that region have de- 
termined to support the officers 
of the' State and National Gov- 
ernment to whatever extreme it 
may be necessary to protect 
themselves against these 
rauders and to teach the United 
Mine Workers that they cannot 
instill into West Virginia min 
ers lawless methods, and further 
that non-union men willing to 
work shall enjoy that privilege, 
be the cost what it may."

A prominent U. M \V. official 
says his organization spent over 
two hundred and sixty thousand 
dollars in the effort to force the 
free miners of Hooking county to 
join the Union. Of the $186,819 
reported as recieved by Sec'y- 
Treas.C Campbell up to Dec.1,1901, 
$106,250 was sent bv the National 
Board. In the report of Nation- 
al Treasurer Wilson at Indian- 
apolis in .January last, he omitted 
to tell the convention how much 
money was spent for rilles and 
cartridges ; for drill masters of 
the armed camps, established in 
Hopkins county. If the dupes 
who contributed this great sum 
of money, with which to oppress 
honest American workmen, be- 
cause they refused to join the V. 
M. W. could only know how this 
money was spent they would 
certainly be astounded- It 
would be a record of extrav- 
agance, of drunkenness and of 
vice by officials and organizers 
unequaled, a record of lawlessness 
and crime only equaled du rim: the 
anthracite strike. Courts of jus- j 
tice have sent members of this! 
organization to the penitentiary 
for murder, for intimidation and 
for murderous assault. Many 
nicmlxTs are fugitives from jus- 
tice. Seven members will be 
tried for the murder of Sheriff 
Coffey in a few days. So much 
this money accomplished. A 
very few dozen members of the 
order are still in Hppkins couuty, 
waiting for "aid." These join- 
ed the order for "aid," not from 
principle. This great sum of 
money so wickedly thrown away, 
would have bought 700 comfort- 
able homes for miners. It would 



have opened and equipped mines 
enough to have produced 2,000 
tons of coal daily. No better il- 
lustration of the incompetency 
of the organization of U. M. W. 
to manage the coal business of 
the country could be given. 

More trouble for the Federa- 
tion of Labor people of Evans- 
ville. It seems that the man- 
agement of the Evansville Fur- 
niture Company does not ad- 
vocate the eight hour labor bill 
before Congress, and forsooth the 
walking delegate proposes to do 
things. The gas company still 
get along without the strikers 
and the St. Bernard mines are 
still unable to supply the demaud 
made on it for coal by Evansville 
people— a few more boycotts on 
this coal, with the free adver- 
tising given by U. M. W. in Ev- 
ansville and the demand will re- 
quire the product of another 
mine to supply Evansville alone. 

Many labor unions in Virginia 
have boycotted the National 
(iuard, union members decliniug 
to re-enlist on expiration of en 
listment. No good law abiding 
citizens object to the National 
Guard. No good law abiding cit 
izens object to courts enjoining 
lawlessness. The men or orga: 
azations that denounce either 
the militia or the courts are not 
worthy to be American citizens. 
They will violate law to aid their 
personal interest.

The materials were ordered and 
have just now been delivered, 
The company went into the open 
markets and purchased materi- 
als for the new stations at Sebree 
and Robards, authorized at the 
same time, which have just now 
been completed. 

Probable changes in the route 
to avoid grades on the south end 
of the Henderson Division, it is 
said on good authority, will pre- 
vent contemplated improvements 
in building along that part of the 
line until the final decu 
reached with reference to these 
changes, and the work of chang- 
ing begun.

At a state rally of I'rohibitiou- 
iet 8 in Baltimore, Md., lasting 
four days and ending February 
19, Henry N. Hanna, editor of> 
the Endeavorer, the state paper, 
urged the more extended use of 
the newspapers, and assured the 
audience that newspaper men 
were not always so totally de- 
praved ns they were sometimes 
supposed to be. 

The anti-cigarette meeting 
held in the Christian church at 
Madisonville, last Sunday after- 
noon, was well attended, the 
large church being filled with 
interested audience.

This department has never 
cupied a great deal of spac* 
attacking tiie cigarette, but we 
have said a good deal and shall 
probably say n good deal more 
against the use of tobacco in any 
form. 

Cigarette smoking by boys is 
the direct result of the use of 
cigars by men. Imitation is the 
law of a child's being which he 
can no more help than he can 
help breathing the air that 
around him. It is this law of 
imitation which causes child* 
to play with dolls, make mud 
pies, to ride a stick for a horse, 
and to do in their childish way 
the thousand and one other 
things which they see their el 
dersdo. This being true, how 
can we expect a boy not to want 
to smoke, not to try to smoke? 

More than this, many fathers 
not only develop this desire 
their boys to smoke by setting 
the example, but they impart to 
them also a liking for tobacco. 
Think how many babes, before 
they are able to walk even, have 
their little bodies poisoned with 
the smoke of their father's pipe 
or cigar. No matter how boldly 
a man may protest that tobacco 
does not hurt him, he will admit 
that it is injurious to children; 
and the younger the child, the 
greater the injury. 

We never see a father holding 
his babe while smoking that we 
do not, feel like remonstrating. 
Just think of it ! We have been 
creditably informed that no one 
is allowed to smoke in the stable 
where a blooded colt is standing 
on account of the injury that the 
colt might receive, yet an inno- 
cent child that can make no de- 
fense of its own is poisoned day 
after day and month after month 
by the one who ought to risk his 
life to protect it from harm. 

Sooner or later its little nerv- 
ous system ceases to remonstrate. 
The deadly nicotine from its 
lather's breath becomes absorb- 
ed in every fiber of its nerves 



and every cell in its brain, and a 
love for tobacco is the inevitable 
result. What a monstrous crime 
against childhood ! 

Let us see how many fathers 
will sign a pledge not to smoke. 
Let the fathers take the lead and 
there will soon be no need for 
anti-cigarette societies.

The Pump Order. 
"Now, take the pump order. The 
leaders attempted to enforce their 
demands by a threatened destruc- 
tion of the mines. They knew that 
if the pumping ceased the mines 
would be destroyed. They thought 
the operators would yield rather 
than see the ruin of the mines. The 
operators did not yield. Every at- 
tempt to supply men to work the 
pumps was met by mobs, by pickets 
and all the devices ot labor organi- 
zations used to prevent men from 
working. The mines had to be 
Jed by armed police. The ener-

. "It was childish to say that the 
leaders (of the unions) were not re- 
sponsible for the acts of the men 
under their orders, because they did 
not order the particular act. Frank- 
egstoin created a monster which 
went about doing damage.

No doubt Hell and Holmes approved 
Of the violence committed and dam- 
age done no more than Frankenstein 
did, but that did not afford an es- 
cape from legal liability.

used in these circulars. 'Intimida- 
tion' has been confined by judicial 

reasonable apprehension of personal 
violence. Did not this reference to 
being known aB a blackleg amount 
U> a threat? And these acts of yio- 
lence were, in some cases, reported 
to the committee rooms as triumphs. 
"What evidence was there, except for 
the cases in which Holmes was said 
to have interfered to prevent vio- 
lence in the committee room itself, 
of any specific condemnation of these 
acjts, or any refusal to go on paying 
strike or picket pay to their authors? 

"Of course I am not unmindful 
here that witnesses were produced 
to show that there was no real vio- 
lence in the coal regions, and in 
reading over the testimony, which I 
did thoroughly each day, I found 
that even priests had come to bear 
testimony to the peace and quiet 
that reigned throughout the anthra- 
cite regions. I recall that between 
Jericho and Jerusalem a man lay in

over the United States to prevent 
the destruction of the mines. Bad 
as is the reputation of Chicago, I 
really think we found a few men in 
Chicago willing to come here aud 
help preserve the mines. 

"They say, iu excuse of this mon- 
Htrous conduct, that they committed 
no wrong, because we could have 
saved our property by acceding to 
their demands for eight hours. 
When they gave this answer the 
fact was already clearly proven that 
at mines where men had been work- 
ing on the eight-hour shift they 
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: one case, Mr. 
Baer." 

Mr. Baer— "I will not stop to dis- 
pute what is in the record." 

Mr. Darrow— "There is not one 
case." 

Mr. Baer-*But I say it is in the 
record, and the excuse that was 
given was that they would have to 
work with -scab' workmen." 

Mr. Darrow— "Scab steam men." 

Mr. Baer— "Well, I do not care 
whether he is a steam man or any- 
thing else. I say that the record 
shows a number of cases where men 
had been working on eight-hour 
shifts, and they were not permitted 
to work ; that they did quit work, 

with what they called 'scab' labor." 

Mr. Darrow-"But it was in mann- 
ing the pumps only." 

Mr. Baer— "In manning the 
pumps? There is no division be- 
tween engineering and pumping and 
firing in that respect. The men 
work together as a unit. If you can- 
not raise the steam vou do not need 
engineers, and if you do not have 
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the time being of a number of col- 
lieries, the public is now suilering, 
or was until within a week, for want 
of an adequate supply of fuel. 
Think what the results would have 
been had the efforts of the Mine 
Workers' Union to drown out all our 
collieries been successful! Five of 
our collieries are still drowned out. 
Our production, as shown in Janu- 
ary, is 140,000 tons short. We f re 
only a little ahead of the larger 
companies in the upper region, be- 
cause they have not lost many of 
their mines, and whilst they have 
been able during the last few months 
to increaso their production, the 
product of the companies I represent 
—the Philadelphia and Reading 
Coal aud Iron Company, with five 
colleries still drowned out through 
the wickedness of this pump order, 
and with the Stanton colliery and 
the Lehigh and Wilkes-Barro still 
drowned out, although we aro maR- 
ing an effort day and night to re- 
move the water— has been reduced. 
Two or three thousand men, their 
own men, many of them United 
Mine Workers, have been deprived 
of work, and they have even com- 



ness of power. 

"Herbert Spencer, in his last book, 
says: "Those who, joining a trade 
union, surrender their freedom to 
make engagements on their own 
terms, and allow themselves to be 
told by their leaders when to work 
and when not to work, have no ade- 
quate sense of that fundamental 
right which every man possesses to 
make the best of himself, and to dis- 
pose of his abilities in any way he 
pleases.' 

"I wonder what Herbert Spencer 
would say to Mr. Mitchell s and Mr. 
(Jompers' new limitation of human 
freedom. Here it is: A man who 
works during a strike has no moral 
right to work if his work destroys 
hope and aspirations of his fellow 

"This is. in substance, the new 
principle announced by Ifesart. 
Mitchell and Oompers. You ob- 
serve that they both— Mr. -Mitchell 
having read law for six months— 
vade the legal aspect. They do not 
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their wickedness they dostroyed the 
means which we had for giving 
them employment. 

"Words may obscure the evil of 
almost any plea, however tainted 
and corrujit. The ingenuity of man 
cannot invent a plausible excuse for 
this order, other than the wanton- 



present organization of society and 
under the Constitution and laws as 
they now exist a man has no legal 
right to work ; but they insist upon 
an undefined law of their own, a 
higher law, which is based upon 
that intangible thing called a mor il 
right in contradistinction from a 
legal right. 

"I had supposed tl at In this 
Christian era the laws were formed 
to protect the moral aB well as the 
legal rights of men; that they were 
based upon the common morality 
embodied in the Ten Command- 
ments and the teachings of Christ. 
I did not know that there was re- 
served to individuals a moral right 
to do a thing which the law pro- 
hibited. 

"I do not know where to draw the 
line between the moral and the legal 
rights of men when we are called to 
pass on such questions as aro now 
before this commission. How am I 
to determine the momentous ques- 
tion as to whether my work will de- 
stroy the hopes and aspirations of 
my fellow men? Is it to be done by 
some town meeting, or by some 
crudo democracy whereby a majori- 
ty vote my rights and privileges are 
to be fixed? Are not constitutions 
and laws framed to protect the 
weak against the strong and the few" 
against the tyranny of the many? If 
a mob in convention assembled de- 
clares that only the Protestant re- 
ligion shall prevail in a community, 
am 1 to be debarred from the right 



of going to the Catholic Church be- 
eauBe it would destroy the hopes 
and aspirations of tho Protestant 
clergy, all of them workers worthy 
of all honor? 

"Socialism, as taught by some of 
its most brilliant exponents, has 
never, in its wildest dreams, under- 
taken to reorganize society on such 
a basis. There Is, of course, a mix- 
ture of socialism and anarchy which 
fascinates the minds of many men 
which may excuse this, or other 
doctrines. But it is a humilation to 
I very American BltiMD who isproud 
of the success that our free govern- 
ment has attained and who looks 
hopefully to the future, to hear men 
who are mighty leaders of good peo- 
pleahd have the ears of thousands 
of workmen teach such civil and 
religious herosy. 

"Wo have been found fault with 
for not making an agreement with 
the United Mine Workers of Ameri- 
ca. It is only just to those men to 
say that most of them have no 
knowledge of tho facts and have had 
no experience In business and look 
upon tho subject from either a sontl- 
mental or a theoretic standpoint. I 
shall always expect that pi any»con- 
troversy between capital and labor 
what we call the general public will 
sympathize with labor. And I find 
no fault with it. It is not pleasant 
and it is not convenient to be the 
target at which all public denuncia- 
tion is aimed, but nevertheless it is 
human and humane to sympathize 
with the weak and struggling. And 
bad as the tendency is at times, it is 
a thing which in the end corrects it- 
self and whatever inconvenience 
and annoyance may arise from it, I 
really think that it is better for tho 
race that huuman and hmane in- 
stinct, crude though It be, should 
continue to be one of the bost traits 
of human nature. I have, therefore, 

repeat, no fault to find with criti- 
cisms, gentle or harsh, that havo 
boon made upon us, because it is 
natural that in any such struggle 
men who are not interested in it and 
only see from afar Bhould put upon 
what they call the strong all the 
blame. 

Scale of Wages 

"You will recall that the demand 
made upon us was for a uniform 
scale of wages covering tho whole 
anthracite field. That was the first 
and only written demand. AH of 
the operators were asked to meet in 
convention with a view to adopting 
a uniform scale. Now, herein lies 



one of the difficulties in dealing 
with subjects of this kind. I think 
that most labor leaders mav Justly 
be criticised for Rtrlving too eagerly 
for uniformity in wages and condi- 
tions. Perhaps this is owing to the 
fact that the best types of labor or- 
ganizations we have In this country 
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has been single and not diverse. 
Take the locomotive engineers. 
There practically the samo skill is 
required by each engineer. It is one 
branch. The engineer who can run 
a locomotive on one railroad can ac- 
commodate himself Immediately to 
the work of running a locomotive on 
another road. The service is practi- 
cally alike, whether It is located in 
Pennsylvania or in California. The 
conditions of em ploy men t are not the 
same, and th trefore a uniform scale 
of wages applicable to tho whole 
Uuiteii states would not be jost and 
has never been attempted, so far as 
I know. But 1 think that the best 
type of labor organization has been 
that of the labor organization lias 
been that of the locomotive engin- 
eer, and the reasons for it are plain. 
You must remember that the loco- 
motive engineers represent the 
picked men of the United States. 

"The samo thing may be said of 
the conductors' organization. There 
again the duties are practically the 
same aud the men are picked men, 
possessed of high character, intelli- 
gence and integrity. 

"I can readily see how some 
measuro of uniformity can be made 
to apply to isolated cases like these. 
But they are Isolated. It is, per- 
haps, owing to the.. narrow experi- 
ence of some of tho labor leaders 
that this doctrine of uniformity is 
so strongly Insisted upon. Oompei 
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process and a simple one. So, too, 
printers by reason of their intelli- 
gence are always active in proclaim- 
ing this doctrine of uniform wages. 
Well, their own vocation involves a 
simple and a single process. But 
when you eomo to take up the di- 
versity ot work in a great manu- 
facturing industry, where tho pro- 
cess begins with the raw material 
and proceeds to its ultimate manu- 
facture into the most complicated, 
delicate machinery, you see it is not 
single any longer. It requires men 
of different skill, of different capaci- 
ty, physical and mental. The whole 
theory of uniformity becomes im- 
practicable. In general, diversity, 
not uniformity, is the law. Diversity 
is the complement of unity every- 
where.
